CONTRIBUTIONS ASKED 

Committee Urges All Stu- 
dents to Make Donations 
Through University 



^ITH the drive of the McGill 
Amalgamated C h a r it i ,c s 
opening tomorrow canvassers 
will hold a brief final meeting 
in the Union ballroom at 8.30 
this evening. 

Collections in each faculty 
arc under the direction of a 
chairman who is supplied pros- 
pects cards bearing ' the name of 
every student lo be canvassed. The 
cempaign committee hopes to speed 
up the returns by urging that stu- 
dents give all contributions to the 
canvassers in their respective facul- 
ties. This year McGill has been as- 
signed an objective of $3,500, which 
means an average donation of $2.00, 
slightly more than the amount 
which was expected last year. How- 
ever, with improved business condi- 
tions and a realization of the ur- 
gent need for all possible support, 
officials of the drive have every 
hope that this year's campaign will 
be more successful than those of 
past years. 

QUOTAS TOMORROW.

News that a mqnlh-long argument 
between the U.B.C. Students' Coun- 
cil and the S.C.M. was ended here 
last week when both parties reached 
a compromise over the matter of 
the S.C.M.'s paid secretary on the 
campus was received from Dorion 
Baird, news editor at U.B.C. The 
money for this purpose was raised 
from leading Vancouver citizens 
and from the U.B.C. faculty, without 
the consent of the Students' Coun- 
cil who took the view that any 
money-raising for the university 
should be done by it or at least' with 
its sanction, and that the S.C.M. was 
stepping out from under the wing 
of the student directorial body. 

After two years of operating in 
this fashion, the S.C.M. submitted 
to the council an amended constitu- 
tion that if passed would authorize 
the employment of a paid worker. 
The entire discussion was a techni- 
cal one, as the council felt that the 
S.C.M. was creating a precedent by 
its actions and that if its method 
was followed by other major clubs 
on the campus, would lead to the 
breakdown of student. democracy. 

Settlement has allowed the S.C.M. 
to keep its secretary until Spring, 
but stipulates that next year if thé 
club feels the need of assistance, 
the appointment should be approv- 
ed by the council, and the means 
of raising money also be given offi- 
cial sanction. This latter point is 
important as U.B.C, being a young 
college, is not endowed, relying 
totally on government aid; and 
small campaigns for funds such as 
that carried on by the S.C.M. tend 
to hamper more important drives 
and are as # a rule discouraged both 
by student* and university officials.

Interrogation 'Why Peace' Pre- 
sented by Doctor Hendel 

DECLARATION OF SELF 



University Students Should 
Have Voice in Determination 
of World Affairs 



tt'J'HE peace .that we are 
furthering is always that 
which affects our character and 
our ethical schemes of life," was 
the theme of 'Dean Hendel's 
speech at 'the initial meeting of 
the S.P.M. The speaker was 
introduced by Alfred Pick, 
President of the Debating Union, 
who outlined the purpose of the 
Peace Movement and the reasons 
for having Dean Hendel as the in- 
troductory speaker. 

The Student Peace Movement, Dr. 
Hendel said, aims to put before us 
questions we may have hitherto 
ignored and to point out to us thé 
task before us. This task is two- 
fold; to have a part in the deter- 
mination of the affairs of the world 
and to see that our works affects 
these affairs. The Dean said he 
regretted that the meeting took the 
form of. an address and that he 
would have preferred it to have 
been a table conference where all 
could take part. ■ t 
PEACE SURVEY IMPORTANT. 

He went on to explain that when 
we declare ourselves for peace we 
have not really declared ourselves. 
Outstanding in history as illustra- 
tors of this statement are four great 
exponents of petcç, Plato, St. Au- 
gustine, Erasmus and Thomas 
Hobbes. These men believed that 
peace was one of the supremely 
important things for this world and 
that the first law of nature should 
be to seek peace and follow it. The 
value of peace comes from some- 
thing beyond itself, something 
which leads to peace. This, then, 
is the goal which we want to at- 
tain just as we aim- for justice or 
a rational way of living.. It is this 
ultimate value, which does not al- 
ways appear in our papers and peti- 
tions, that we mean when we say 
we have not really declared our- 
selves. 

Peace means what it does today 
because the evil of war is better 
known than at any time in past 
history. We know what war is— it* 
causes, its consequences, its cruelty 
—belter than any. other generation,

'T'HE largest and most representa- 
five display of early 19th cen- 
tury coloured caricatures ever 
shown in Montreal may now be 
seen in the Exhibition Gallery of 
the Redpath Library. 

Caricature in art may be defined 
as the "grotesque or ludicrous re- 
presentation of persons or things by 
exaggeration of their most charac- 
teristic feature." If we accept this 
definition, then the exhibition be- 
comes a revealing commentary oh 
many facts and tendencies in hu- 
man life. 

Few nations have allowed so free 
expression to its artists as have the 
British, and few have so consistent- 
ly used caricature as a means of 
curbing the actions of politicians 
and the weaknesses of society.

ON COSMIC ACTION 



Scientist Tells Physics 
Society of Recent Discover 
ies About Cosmic Rays - 



r\ISCUSSING the cosmic ray. at a 
"meeting of the Physics Society 
on Friday, Dr. Froman, Professor of 
Physics at Macdonald College, stat- 
ed that one of the most important 
problems with which the investi- 
gators of the ray had to cope was 
the effect of meteorological condi 
tions, such as temperature, pressure 
and relative humidity, on their ex- 
periments. It was not until 1912 
that it was discovered that the rays 
came from the outside atmosphere. 
From this a correlation was found 
between the number of showers 
caused by the influence of these

SPANISH 



WALENCIA— A seaman who sur- 
* vived the sinking of the British 
freighter Jean Weems declared to- 
night that a pirate seaplane "bear- 
ing skull and crossbones markings'* 
machine-gunned the vessel and then 
sank it with bombs. 

(At London an Admiralty com- 
munique confirmed the sinking, 
stating the Jean Weems had been 
attacked and bombed by an air- 
plane of the Spanish insurgent 
forces.) 

The 2,430-ton freighter, bound 
from Marseilles, France, for Barce- 
lona, Spain, with a cargo of wheat 
and condensed milk for Spanish 
purchasers, was sunk in the Medi- 
terranean Saturday, 16 miles off 
the coast of Catalonia Province. 
The crew of 26 reached shore in 
boats. 

The seaplane dropped 16 bombs, 
Bamborough said. Four projectiles 
fell in the ship's Number Four hold. 
The freighter sank in flames, stern 
first, 15 minutes later. ' 

The crew, which included two 
Non-intervention Committee ob- 
servers, spent 6% hours in small 
boats through a heavy swell, rain 
and wind. 

The seaplane disappeared In the 
direction of Majorca, Bamborough 
added. 

In London an Admiralty spokes- 
man said a British warship prob- 
ably would be sent to aid in In- 
vestigating the incident. Lloyd's dis- 
closed that though the freighter had 
been American-owned and regis- 
tered from Baltimore; the ship was 
changed to British registry last 
July. 



FAR EAST 



OHANGHAL— Japanese guns and 
air-bombers blasted at' Chinese 
lines along Shanghai's western 
fringes today in a renewed effort 
to forge a cordon of steel entirely 
around the city. 

Bitterness between Japanese and 
British forces at Shanghai was in- 
tensified further by the serious 
wounding Sunday of three British 
soldiers by Japanese shells falling 
short. 

This brought the total of British 
army losses here to 10, including 
five deaths. Private Robert De- 
laney, one of three memoers of the 
Royal Ulster Rifles wounded Fri- 
day—when three of the same unit 
were killed— died Sunday. The 
British have blamed all these losses 
on Japanese fire. 

The latest casualties were caused 
by two shells striking a hut near 
Jessfleld Park occupied by British 
troops. 

Major-General A. P. D. Telfer- 
Smollett, commanding British 
troops here, .made vigorous repre- 
sentations to the Japanese army 
and navy commanders, urging that 
the direction of the Japanese artil- 
lery fire, apparently aimed at the 
new Chinese lines in the Hungjao 
area west of Shanghai, be altered. 

Chinese held these lines in spite 
of an Intensive 15-hour bombard- 
ment. They reported the Japanese 
laid down a two-mile smoke-screen 
to cover an attempted crossing of< 
Soochow Creek, the new front line, 
but were driven back with heavy 
losses. 

Many shells fell dangerously near 
the British lines at the Interna- 
tional Settlement boundary. 



CHINA 



gHANGHAL— General Chiang Kai- 
shek, supreme head of the 
Chinese Government and army, to- 
day rewarded members of the "lost 
battalion" as their gallant defence of 
a warehouse-fortress in war-ravaged 
Chapei passed into history. 

After a stand of four days and 
nights against overwhelming odds 
that brought this tribute from 
Major-General Telfer-Smollett: "I 
have never seen anything greater," 
the battalion escaped early Sunday 
through the British lines where 
they were disarmed and interned 
for the duration of the conflict. 

Privates were decorated and pen- 
sions announced for families of 
members killed in their warehouse- 
fortress. ■ 

The "lost battalion" escaped Sun- 
day, running a blading machine- 
gun gauntlet to sanctuary in 
Shanghai's International Settlement. 
At the height of a furious battle 
that sprayed shells over foreign- 
owned areas of central Shanghai, 
388 Chinese dashed down a 20-yard 
opening to safety. 

• Twenty-six were gravely wound- 
ed and survivors said they left be- 
hind 200 dead who fulfilled their 
pledge to defend the warehouse 
until death in the face of a Japanese 
"surrender or die" ultimatum.' 

The Japanese issued a statement 
expressing astonishment over ac- 
tions of the British defence unit in 
regard to the "lost battalion," stress- 
ing that the British had received 
word of the Chinese intentions, and 
that food had reached the unit 
through British defence lines. 



WEST INDIES 



pORT OF SPAIN, Trinided.— The 
British cruiser York was at 
anchor in Port of Spain harbor last 
night, summoned by Governor Sir 
Murchison Fletcher as a precaution- 
ary measure against possible recur- 
rence of the riots that rocked the 
island last June. 

At Hamilton, Bermuda, one com 
pany— 100 men — of the Sherwood 
Foresters Regiment was held ready 
to sail for Trinidad should it be 
needed. 

' (In London, Colonial Office offi 
cials said Sir Murchison asked the 
troops be prepared and a warship 
dispatched to -Trinidad as a pre- 
caution against possible demonstra- 
tions in connection with the Royal 
Commission inquiry into the oil 
riots in June. Thè commission's re 
port is expected this week, possibly 
Monday). 

"There is a recalcitrant element of 
mischief makers seeking to prolong 
a state of unrest tt> their own sub- 
versive ends, trying to destroy con 
fidence and stir up strife, and the 
Government (of Trinidad) will use 
every means in its power to crush 
out lawlessness and disorders," 
Governor Fletcher said in the Legis 
lature Saturday. 

Officials said that while there had 
not been any open- disorders! "sur- 
reptitious agitation" had continued 
in Trinidad since last June. 

The Governor said there was little 
unemployment in the island, that 
trade was good, wages had been 
raised and there was no valid reason 
why the community should not be 
contented, 



CONFERENCE PLANNED 



University Student Confer- 
ence for Winnipeg This 
Christmas 
WITH the date of the National 
Conference of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students drawing steadily 
closer, campus interest continues to 
grow. The McGill committee re- 
ports that in all probability forty 
McGill students will make the trip 
to Winnipeg during the Christmas 
vacation. A number of campus 
organizations have been approached 
as to the feasibility of sending a 
representative. 

' Arrangements have been made 
for a total conference attendance of 
350, including representatives from 
virtually all the Canadian universi- 
ties. Reports from other universi- 
ties indicate that the idea is meet- 
ing with considerable enthusiasm. 
Pre-conference study groups on the 
topics to be considered at the Con- 
ference have been' set up across the 
country, and student newspapers and 
periodicals are giving it a good deal 
of publicity. 

The centre af activity is Manitoba 
University, where the Conference is 
to be held. Dormitories have been 
secured, and . arrangements made 
for the reception, entertainment 
and billeting of delegates. In addi- 
tion to the Students' Committee in 
Winnipeg, other groups, including 
the Women's University Club, the 
Alumni, church and financial groups, 
are making favourable progress in 
raising a hospitality fund to house 
the Conference in the University 
buildings at Fort Garry.

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Commerce-- A Candid 
Criticism 

McGill enjoys an admirable reputation 
in the United States and in many other 
parts of the world. This reputation is 
based on the caliber of men turned out by 
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our University. This in turn rests on the 
fact that in several fields we have the 
leading men in the world in charge of in- 
. struction and research and also on the fact 
that entrance requirements are extremely 
■ stiff. ' " 

Unfortunately the School of Commerce 
does not enhance our already enviable 
reputation amongst the Universities of 
America, in fact the School of Commerce 
has been perhaps more of a drag on 
McGill's system for the past few years 
' -than an asset. To what may this unfor- 
| tunate facf^eHraced? We feel that it is 
due to several things, 
pip; in the first place the School of 
Commerce is hampered by being a part of 
the Arts Faculty, it is hampered in an 
; organizational way. If it could be con- 
stituted a separate Faculty it could have 
, a direct voice in Senate and gain a con- 
siderable amount of prestige. But no 
amount of reorganization within any 
faculty will make the courses offered any 
better unless there is a first rate personnel. 
If the trouble today in the School of 
Commerce 'is with its personnel the per- 
sonnel should be changed. If there are 
men holding the School back they should 
. ; be replaced. The fact that they have been 
with us for a number of years is no reason 
why they should continue with us. It is 
not fair to the good name of the University, 
nor to the students who are spending time 
and money here to have incompetent 
instructors in any department. We feel 
that the course offered in Commerce is in 




imany ways a mere duplication of the Arts 
'course and is too narrow to meet the 
exacting demands of modern business. ' 

What can be done? We suggest a 
complete reorganization of the whole 
school. There should be a sweeping change 
in personnel and an investigation into the 
j curriculum to sec where it is inadequate 
1 and where it conflicts with courses now 
given in the University. We suggest that 
the School of Commerce be abolished and 
an its place a Faculty of Business Admin- 
\ istration be set up. This would be a 
graduate faculty as is Medicine or Law. 
A candidate for admission would be re- 
quired to have his BA. or his B.Sc, which 
would include certain prerequisites. The 
course given would be two or three years 
and would fit those graduating to handle 
and manage business of* a specialized 
nature. We have in mind the excellent 
.work done by the Harvard School of 
Business Administration. This school is 
admittedly the finest of its type in America 
;today. There is no reason why McGill 
ehould not develop a similar school. 
Located as we are in the heart of Canada's 
largest city there is no reason why we 
ehould not develop graduates to fill posi- 
tions in the Canadian field as Harvard 
does in the American field. 

We feel that the matter is at least 
worth the time of an investigating 
pommittee of; the Board, of. Governors. ! <"{ 



English Department 
Plays 

•jpHE English Department at McGill is 
well known in this city for the high 
standard of its productions, both from the 
standpoint of choice of material and the 
merit of its dramatic portrayals. These, 
however, are only half the battle in carry- 
ing out a performance. The work done 
backstage, the construction of scenery, and 
the" costuming are the true fundamentals 
of theatrical work. 

For this reason the exhibition of 
sketches in Moyse Hall by Miss Ruth 
Dingle of the English Department offers 
a fine opportunity for students to. see and 
understand for themselves the tremendous 
amount of work involved in this phase of 
a production. For the past five years the 
classes of English 13 and 22, under the 
direction of Freda MacGachcn, have pro- 
duced plays which have required accurate 
reproductions of period costumes, and Miss 
Dingle's graphic collection of them is both 
charming and instructive. The paintings 
have been attractively mounted and set 
up on a black background, and cover a 
range of approximately five plays, includ- 
ing several children's productions. 

A fuller appreciation of such" con- 
structive work done within the walls of 
the University should be the aim of every 
student, and it is to be hoped that those 
interested in the study of the drama, both 
from a theoretical as well as a practical 
standpoint, will visit Miss Dingle's Ex- 
hibition. The designs are to be on display 
from two to six each afternoon until the 
sixth of November. ■ 
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Opera— A Comment 

*J*0 our knowledge, in the last three years, 
this column has never discussed opera 
at all. This odd discrepancy signifies more 
than oversight; there has been little 
instigation. For a European, it is almost 
impossible to understand why opera should 
be as rare as palm trees in this majestic 
town of ours. For us it is not so difficult. 
However, since our metropolitan dailies 
have inveighed for years against the 
accommodation difficulty, we shall leave 
this matter for now. At the expense of a 
night's sleep we did hear an admirable 
opera- towards the end of last week, 
pathetically wedged between Thursday and 
Friday. 

One was gratified to see that an 
isolated opera in Italian could have pleased 
a local audience so much. The Salzburg 
Opera Guild performance of Mozart's "Cosi 
fan Tutti" was greeted with genuine en- 
thusiasm. Even granting the excellence of 
the production and the genius of Mozart, 
we were pleasantly surprised at the 
reception, The appetite is evidently there. 

The playlet itself is Mozart's second 
to last opera. Undoubtedly, it owes much 
of its charm to Lorenzo da Ponte's libretto. 
Da Pontc also wrote the words for both 
the "Marriage of Figaro" and "Don 
Giovanni", and was almost as important 
to Mozart as was Hofmannsthal to Richard 
Strauss. "Cosi fan Tutti", which translates 
"They all do it", referring to the flirta- 
tional propensities of the weaker sex, is 
fun from start to finish. Impersonation 
and confusion in the manner of Molière 
are the chief comic devices, enlivened with 
a frisky irony felt even in the music. 
Light as it is, it is more than a string of 
arias, for by 1790 Mozart had developed 
two other important operatic features to 
a high degree. The first was polyphonic 
part singing based on a full orchestral 
foundation, whereby three, four or five 
contrasting characters could express their 
individual sentiments while carrying for- 
ward the action on the stage. The second 
feature was the sung rccit,ativo, or the 
musical expression of dramatic material 
without the restrictions of a conventional 
tune. Mozart had already begun to weave 
sung declamation more thoroughly into his 
musical network. As they grow older, the 
trend of operatic writers has always been 
to pay more attention to the dramatic 
meaning of the words. This implies a 
more adaptable musical medium than the 
simple, completed air. Some expressive, 
flexible form of recitativo, underlined by 
sympathetic emotional utterances in the 
orchestra, is always a development of 
maturity. Future writers after Mozart 
were to move farther and farther from the 
aria, and to depend,more and more on sung 
speech with a more symphonic orchestra- 
tion. Eventually, the term 'music drama' 
was to become a reality in works like 
Wagner's "Ring". Wagner's graduation 
from the rushing tunes of "Rienzi" to their 
conspicuous absence in the "Ring", com- 
bined with his tremendous strides, in 
orchestration based on 'Leitmotiven', is 
very apparent. Vèrdi's abandonment of 
jjthe aria between -"Bigoletto"- and /'Fal-j

staff" or "Othello" illustrates the same 
vital principle on the Italian side. 

In "Cosi fan Tutti", for those who 
tend to be more intrigued by the instru- 
mental beauties than by the vocal, there 
arc countless elements of pleasure. It was 
delightful to observe with what variety and 
simplicity lie made his accompaniments 
intensify the expression of the voice, to 
aid in transmitting its meaning. No one 
has ever, emulated that Mozartian silvery 
twang, which, when one once has felt it, 
one never ceases to adore. 

One might have found fault with the 
Guild's ideas of lighting and setting, but 
the acting and musical unity were so 
reliable and. sincere that we have nothing 
more to say beyond "Bravo".

pDDIE CANTOR makes few pic- 
*~* tures, but usually they are well 
worth awaiting. All Baba Goes to 
Town is no exception. It Is a 
typical, highly entertaining, Cantor- 
show, combining music, songs, 
beautiful girls, and good comedy, in 
addition to some friendly pokes at 
the New Deal. And although Eddie 
is capable of carrying a picture by 
himself, there is a fine supporting 
cast including Gilbert Roland, Tony 
Martin, June Lang, and Louise 
Hovick (Gypsy Rose Lee).

There, 
he becomes powerful because of his 
"sorcery," is hailed as Ali Baba, the 
magician's son, and is appointed 
prime minister by Sultan Gilbert 
Roland, Making use of his modern 
knowledge, he sets about to im- 
prove the country— a parody on the 
New Deal and the American Gov- 
ernment is the outcome. Through- 
out the land there spring up W.P.A. 
filling stations for camels, Federal 
Dance Schools for truckin' and 
suizi-Q.

THE theme of Le Messager is the 
highly-moving one of a boy of 
twenty, Gilbert, in love with the 
wife of an older friend. 

Gilbert is sent far into Africa to 
become the assistant of Niki, who 
is runnin a plantation t for 
French company. Here the two 
men fast become confidants, work- 
ing throughout the torrid days, and 
talking in the evenings— mostly 
about Niki's wife, Marie, who is 
back in France. Young and impres- 
sionable, Gilbèrt listens eagerly, 
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growing fonder of Marie the more 
he hears about her, even making 
shy and clumsy attempts, for her 
sake, to prevent Niki from drink- 
ing too much, as the climate begins 
to have its effect. Soon the solici- 
tude and the monotony wear down 
the boy's resistance. The rains be- 
gin and Gilbert, contracting a tropi- 
cal fever, is sent home to France 
where he soon meets the woman 
who has been filling his thoughts 
for the past few months. 

Like a good many French pic- 
tures, Le Messager is uneven in its 
quality. Perhaps the most vivid 
flash of realism is the scene show- 
ing Niki's meeting with the man 
whom he is replacing: the one alert, 
fresh from civilization; . the other 
slovenly, bloated with drink, calm- 
ly sipping brandy on his verandah. 
The antithesis has seldom been 
more perfectly shown in films. 

Natural Science students should 
not miss the short picture on the 
life of the sea-horse — even if sea- 
horsemen should. What makes it 
even more interesting is the fact 
that it is accompanied by a score 
by Auric, an important modern 
composer. The idea of a fish laying 
eggs to specially composed music 
may be amusing, but it certainly is 
interesting.

BORN IN ENGLAND. 

Professor Harold B. Fantham was 
born in Birmingham, England, and 
received his education at University 
College, London, where he was a 
gold medallist and Derby Research 
Prizeman for his achievements in 
his field of zoology; from there he 
went to the Royal College of Sci- 
ence, London, and Christ's College, 
Cambridge, where he was appointed 
Darwin Research Prizeman and re- 
ceived his M.A. degree. 

Shortly after having his degree 
of Doctor of Science from the Uni- 
versity of London, he conducted 
lectures at the Universities of Cam- 
bridge, London and Liverpool, con- 
tinuing with his graduate fellow- 
ships' research. In 1915 he married 
Dr. Anne Porter, herself prominent 
among biological authorities, who 
greatly aided lier husband in his 
various research undertakings. 

IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

During the war he first went to 
Egypt and Salonika as proto- 
zoologist to the Army. In 1917 he 
accepted the professorship of Zoo- 
logy and Comparative Anatomy 
offered him by the University 
of Witwalcrsand, Johannesburg. 
While he was in South Africa, 
Dr. Fanlham's offices included the 
presidentship of the South Africa 
Biological Society, the South 
African Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science, member of the 
South African Government's sleep- 
ing sickness Commission in 1920, 
and the vice-presidentship of the 
Royal Society of South Africa. 

His late illness was contracted as 
a result of septicemia contracted in 
a state of weakness following an 
accident in Winnipeg two months 
ago. He tried to conduct his lec- 
tures during the first two weeks of 
the session, but found he was un- 
able to do so. He passed away last 
Tuesday.

and therefore we must first attack 
the known evil, and leave all specu- 
lation about the unknown good that 
is to follow to the future. 

Some people think that a sceptic 
is one who denies what they be- 
lieve. This is because they believe 
so strongly that they think anyone 
who is not with them is against 
them. So a pacifist, finding one 
who asks why peace should be, is 
sometimes too ready to say "You are 
a militarist." But a reasonable per 
son will see that a man may be 
above both the "isms," that he may 
properly ask "why peace" without 
having someone think he means 
"why not war?" 

Dr. Hendel ended his lecture with 
these questions: "Why not examine 
these more ultimate aims of peace, 
and since they influence us un- 
consciously, why not look • into 
them?" This, he declared, is not a 
call to another meeting but a call 
to think, to examine ourselves in 
"the sessions of sweet silent 
thought."

rays and the atmospheric pressure. 

Experiments were made on the 
distribution caused by secondary 
showers produced by the cosmic 
ray. The lecturer and his associ- 
ate, Dr. Stern, arc interested in this 
phenomena, as they have found 
that one of the constituents of the 
cosmic ray is a new type of par- 
ticle, different from the two ele- 
mentary charges, having ten times 
the mass of an electron, but one- 
tenth of a proton. As yet, this dis- 
covery has no name, for the experi- 
menters wish to bo positive of its 
existence, as its properties will 
cause new worries to science.

Dear Sir- 
It must be very difficult for the 
editorial writers to find suitable 
subjects for their remarks from 
day to day and to show some con- 
sistency in their efforts at mimic 
journalism. In Thursday's daily we 
read that the "Debating Union has 
every indication of a high tide in 
oratorical effort" and in Friday's 
that the "Debating Union is dying 
once again." Obviously both re- 
marks cannot be correct. The edi- 
torial in which the latter statement 
is made is of such a misleading 
character that silence on my part 
is impossible. 

The writer misunderstands the 
essential purpose of the Debating 
Union. Certainly the primary aim 
is not to put on shows or pro- 
grammes to attract the idle crowd. 
There are already too many activi- 
ties, intellectual and athletic, on 
the campus in which the ordinary 
student is a bystander. Proxy par- 
ticipation in extra-curricular life 
can only be praised with faint 
damns. The Debating Union can, if 
it wishes, pack the ballroom by 
getting outside speakers. The 
writer refers to the brilliancy of 
the Old Boys' Mock Parliament last 
year. That sort of thing has its 
place, but bringing back the distin- 
guished graduates of the Debating 
Union, and they include many in- 
dividuals outstanding in profes- 
sorial and political life, to talk to a 
huge gathering, of which 600 out of 
700 are not students, cannot be con- 
sidered a long-run policy for the 
organization. There are plenty of 
people in Montreal -looking for a 
warm place to spend a free evening. 

The Debating Union has just be- 
gun its sessional activities. Its 
opening event, the Bovey Shield 
Competition, was a success, both as 
regards the number and quality of 
speakers, such as certainly has not 
been equalled in the last six years. 
We consider it our duty to give spe- 
cial opportunities to freshmen to 
acquire the art of public speaking. 
Hence the Mock Parliament last 
Wednesday night. Admittedly the 
training of new students is a little 
dull and unsensational, and a thank- 



less task apparently on the part of 
some campus commentators and 
bigwigs, but certainly not on the 
part of - the new students them- 
selves. From the point of view of 
the group who participated in 
Wednesday's Mock Parliament, it 
was a creative experience and as 
such a howling success, though the 
attendance was, we confess, dis- 
appointing. Let me assure our 
hasty scribbler that the Debating 
Union plans to have many func- 
tions of a more attractive character 
during the coming months.. The 
college year is not yet so far ad- 
vanced. Why not write a more use- 
ful article on the many clubs and 
societies which have not yet shown 
any signs of life this year? 

The Debating Union is now re- 
covering from an unfortunate ex- 
perience of disorganization last year. 
The members of its Executive are 
co-operating reasonably well and 
do not feel frustrated by this damn- 
ing editorial. Surely the journalis- 
tic efforts of the writer, which we 
agree arc not literary, might be 
directed to more constructive chan- 
nels. 

The organization and success of 
debating and public speaking func- 
tions is by no means an easy 
achievement, even when there are 
no obstacles in the way, and we 
suggest that anonymous and irre- 
sponsible writers and the powers 
that be which inspire them ponder 
upon this in case they might be 
asked to do the job themselves. 

At least I have the freshmen with 
me. Though perhaps green and 
gullible, they are nevertheless 
growing.
